It has been discovered that, sim ­ 
ple goiters—enlargem ents 
of the 
thyroid gland Avith no other sym p­ 
tom s— are due lo a deficiency of 
Iodin in the thyroid gland. 
Ado­ 
lescent girls are particularly prone 
to simple goiter, especially lf they 
live in the so called goiter belts. 
(B oys suffer from goiter much less 
often than do girls; one to six is 
the proportion.) 
Pregnancy Is an­ 
other period during which the thy­ 
roid m ay be deficient in iodin, and 
the obstetrician keeps the possibi­ 
lity in mind. 
The goiters in the goiter belts 
are probably d ue to a deficiency of 


Occasionally there is a congeni­ 
tal (existing at birth) absence of 
under-development of the thyroid 
gland.
